wears out the road. 
Hut the most conclusive evidence is 
an examination of the road itself.

learn that the Hoard of Supervisors 
intend to make a personal examination 
of the roads. 
Jf so, I invite them to go with me and 
I will show them places in this road 
where they can pick off tile top dress­ 
ing with their hands and where they 
can take a spade and dig up square 
yards of it.

road is not yet five months old and 
lias already been repaired. 
The voting of these bonds has been 
the most important matter ever d e c id ­ 
ed by tile people of the county; there 
is more money invested than in any 
other measure ever adopted. 
It is not only the $1,270,000 bonds 


that have to be paid, hut the interest 
on these bonds amounts to more than 
tee principal. 
By the time he honda 
are ail paid the bonds and interest 
will amount to more than two and one- 
half million dollars. 
At present the annual payment of 
the bonds amounts to $.‘52,000 and the 
interest is $05,500, and it costs the 
taxpayers of the county two hundred 
and sixty dollars every dav in the 
year to foot the bill.

referred to, there is no question but

trary, they are “flimsy and temporary 
and not permanent.” 
If there were no method known of 
top dressing the roads iii impermanent 
I manner there might be some excuse 
I for using Hie method now used; lint, 
there is a better and

j method known and that is the asphalt 
I covering. 
This has been thoroughly tested, 
not only in Santa Ana, btu all over the 
country. 
It has been tested and not 
found wanting. It is a significant fact
